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A STRANGE SPEECH. 


JNGALLS SAYS THE NEGROES HAVE 
BEEN VERY PATIENT. 


SUGGESTS THE TORCH AND DAGGER 


Asthe Means by Which They Can Gain Their 
Rights—He Is Applauded by the 
Negroes in the Gallery, 


WAsHINGTON, January 23.—[Special.]—That 
was a remarkable speech made by Senator 
Ingalls today. He both sympathized with and 
eriticised the people of the south. He hugged 
that great section in loving embrace, he eulo- 

ized her two most honored men, both of whom 
are now dead. He repeated and indorsed the 
dead orator’s words, and in another instant his 
dagger was outyand thrust after thrust was 
made at the heartof that people whom he had 
just tencerly embraced and indorsed. He was 
inconsistent. But itayas a speech that will be 
read with interest. It wil} create comment from 
every quarter, for a great part of it, he 
will be commended, and for other parts cen- 
sured. Much of it was the utterance ofa 


statesman, while other portions was rather 


the babbling of a politician. “However, the 
genator was not nearly so bitter as is his cus- 
tom. In point of oratory and well-rounded 
sentences, it was considered the most perfect 
speech made in the senate in years. 

The galleries were packed, there being a 
heavy sprinkling of black and mulatto faces 
among the crowd. On the floor was nearly 
every senator, perhaps a hundred representa- 
tives and every other official who is 
privileged. Indeed, during the speech the 
house was almost deserted, for democrats and 
republicans alike were anxious to hear the 
great Kansas orator. 

Senator Ingalls did not appear upon the floor 
until ten minutes of 2 o’clock, and for the first 
time on record, appeared without a red neck- 
tie. He wore asimple black scarf with an 
opal pin. At 2 o’clock he commenced his 
speech, and fortwo andahalf hours he was 
listened to with the utmost attentionagd with- 
out interruption except occasional applause. 
It was an oratorical treat that the habitues of 
heard. His refer- 
ence to Mr. Grady was very beautiful. 
He said the solution of the race question 
“should be approached with candor, with 
solemnity, with patriotic purposes, with the 
closest scrutiny, without subterfuge and with- 
out reserve.”’ 

HIS REFERENCE TO MR. GRADY. 

Let me state it in the language of one of the 
most brilliant, the most impassioned, orators of 
the south now, unfortunately, no more. When 
Henry W. Grady died, a luminous meteor disap- 
peared from the southern firmament. He had all 
the brilliant and dazzling characteristics of the 
proud race from which he sprung. I regret that 
I never met him. On his journey homeward from 
Boston, he sent me a message from his car where 
he lay il, but it reached me too late 
toenable me to see him. Now he has departed 
for the undiscovered country, but though dead, 
he yet speaketh, and inthatextraordinary oration 
which he delivered before the merchants of Bos- 
ton, in December, upon the race question in the 
south, he said: 

‘‘He then quoted from Mr. Grady’s speech, 
in which he spoke of the white men ofthis re- 
public never before having divided on the 
rights of an alien race. Then he created a 
ripple of laughter by referring to Frederick 
Douglass, who he characterized the greatest 
man of the negro race—greater, he said, ‘‘by 
his Caucasian reinforcement than by his Af- 
rican blood.’”’ In referring to _ slavery 
in New England he struck a blow at its peo- 
ple by saying: 

“The conscience of New England was never 
aroused to the inhumanity of slavery until it 
ceased to be profitable.” 

But here is where he rather took both sides 
saying first: — 

‘‘History contains no record of dissimilar races 
existing in terms of political and social equality. 
The weaker of the two must go down.”’ 

Following this he said: 

“Citizenship to the negro has been a name; suff- 
rage a mockery. The suppression of the black 
vote has been practically complete.” 

Then he predicted an uprising— 
a revolution—shat may be _ postponed 
for a _ generation, that may be re- 
cipitated at the next presidential election. 
He said the south is standing onavolcano. Itis 
sitting on a safety valve. Hostile indications 
are heard. The use of the torchand dagger are 
advised. I deplore it, but, as Godis my judge, 
I say no other people on the face of the earth 
ever submitted to the wrongs and injustice 
which have been put on the colored man with- 
out revolution and bloodshed. Then it was 
that the negroes in the gallery sent up such a 
yell that they had to be called to order by the 
vice-president. And this is the part of Senator 
Ingalls’s speech that the southern democrats 
were incensed at. They say it is calculated to 
incitea black revolution, riots, ete.,which must 
end fatally to the black man, 

Yet Mr. Ingails deplored it, and advised 
against it, and appealed to the negro to rest 
his ultimate appeal for justice to the human 
race.. He honored the people of the south for 
theirconstancy to Jefferson Davis, and said 
the war did not change the opinions of the 
conquerer or conquered. Then he cited a 
number of alleged southern outrages, and ad- 
vised as a solution justice to the negro. 

A distinguished southern member who has 
served many years in congress, said 
tonight, that Mr. Ingalls’s utterances were 
calculated to incite negro uprisings, 
und he believed within the next 
year it would be the cause of at least one 
thousand negroes meeting death. Demeratic 
members generally think the speech the key- 
note of the republican programme, and show 
their desire to invest the southern ballot-box 
with federal bayonets, and under the disguise 
of protection to the negro perpetuate the re- 
publican party in power. All are of the 
He started 
out on a very lofty plane, admitting 
that the state of affairs in the south was nat- 
ural. Yetin the latter part of his remarks he 
berated the southern whites for taking a posi- 
tion which he had previously justified. South- 
erners are of the opinion that the speech will 
have weight in the northern and western 
States. 

SOME EXTRACTS FROM THE SPEECH. 

When Mr. Ingalls rose and asked for the 
reading of the billin full, the noise and con- 
fusion instgntly ceased and perfect stillness 
succeeded. “He opened his speech in a clear, 
ringing voice, saying: 

Mr. President: The race to which we belong is 
the most arrogant and rapacious, the most ex- 
elusive and indomitable, in history. It is a con- 
quering and unconquerable race, through which 
alone man has taken possession of the physical 
and moral world. To our race humanity is in- 
debted for religion, for literature, for civilization. 
It has a geniua_for conquest, for politics, for 
wor geen an administration. Home and 
Yamily are its contrNgutions to society. Indi- 
vidualism, fraternity, Nberty and equality have 
becn its contributions {to the state. All other 
races have been its enemi¥s and its victims. This 
is not the time, nor is it gre occasion, to consider 
the profoundly interestjfig question of the unity 
of the races. It is sufjftient to say, that either by 
instinct or design, Ahe Caucasian racs, at every 
step of its progeeSs from barbarism to enlight- 
ment, has refused to mingle its blood, or to as- 
tiilate, with the two other great human fami- 
-leS, (Mongolian-and African) and has per- 
sistentiy rejected the adulteration. 

Mr. Ingalls went on to speak of the triumphs ac- 
complished by the exiles of Plymouth and James- 
sown. who ventured on this continent on a 
hitherto untried experiment—a dox of gov- 
ernment, in which those who e are those to be 
governed, 

Under the shield of the American government 
€very faithhad found its shelter, every creed a 
sanctuary, and every wrong ss. It had re- 
Sisted the rancor of party — the violence of 
faction, the perils of fore gn- immigration, the 


Collisions of civil war, and the jealous menace of | 


foreign and hostile nations. He quoted from 
John Bright's speech during the civil war, in 
which Mr. Bright said: 

“I see another and a bright vision before my 
gaze. It may bea vision, but I cherishit. I see 
one vast confederation stretcy from the frozen 
north to the glowing south, and from the wild bil- 
lows of the Atlantic to the calmer waters of the 
Pacific main; and I see one people, one lan e, 
one law, and one faith; andall over that wide con- 
tinent,the home.of freedom and refuge, for the 
oppressed of every race and every climb.” 

r proceeded : 

On the threshold of our second century we are 
confronted with the most formidable and porten- 
tious problem ever submitted to a free people for 
solution—complex, unpreeedented—involving so- 
cial, moral and political considerations, party su- 


.premacy, and in the estimation of many (though 


not in my own) existence of our system of govern- 
ment. Its solution will demand all the resorces and 
Statesmanship of present and of the future to 


prevent a crisis that may become a catastrophe. ,

Mr. Ingalls thereupon sent 
to the clerk’s desk and read an extract from 
Mr. Grady’s oration before the Boston chamber of 
commerce, and then went on to say: 

Hb GIVES SOME FIGURES. 

Let me state the arithmetic of this problem. In 
1860 there were in the United States 4,440,000 
negroes, slaves and free. In 1870 there were 
4,480,000; 1884) 6,580,000—an increase which (I say 
in passing) Can only be accounted for on the prin- 
ciple of premeditated.and intentional fraud on 
the census. At the close.of this century, probably 
there will not be less than 15,000,000 of the black 
and colored race on this continent. 

The problem is still further complicated by the 
fact that they are gregarious. They instinctively 
separate themselves into their own communities, 
with their own habits, their own customs, their 
own methods of life. They worship separately. 
They are taught separately. The line of cleavage 
between the whites and blacks is becoming con- 
Stantly more distinct and perceptible. There is 
neither amalgamation, nor absorption, nor assim- 
ilation. Politically they are affiliated with the 
victors in the late civil war. Socially and b 
locality and residence they are associated wit 
the vanquished. Will an experiment that has 
failed elsewhere succeed here? Can the black 
race exist as citizens of the United States on terms 
of political equality with the Caucasian race? 
And if hot, why not? Fred Douglas, the most 
illustrious living representative of the negro race, 
(greater, I think, by, his Caucasian re-inforcement 
than ty his African blood) once said to me that he 
thought as |e and social and political an- 
tagonism disappeared, the races would blend, 
coalesce, and become homogenous. I do not 
agree with him.\ There is no natural affinity be- 
tween the races, This solution of the problem is 
impossible. The relations between the seas in 
time of slaver; were compulsory. The hybrid was 
the prodnct of relations between white fathers 
and black mothers; and never between black 
fathers and white mothers. And the inference 
from that result (Ethnographically) is the conclu- 
sion of that question. Such a solution, in my 
judgment, would perpetuate the vices of both 
races, and virtues of neither. There is no blood 
poison so fatal as adulteration of race 

The colored people, he continued, are here. 
They are natives. They are citizens. Man for 
man, they are our political equals. They came 
here involuntarily, as prisoners of war, captured 

They are of ancient lineage—genuine

After praising the colored people for their fidel- 
ity to the south during the war, he said: 

“It seems incredible that gratitude should not 
have defended and shielded them from thehide- 
ous and indescribable wrongs and crimes of which 
a have been, for a quarter of a century the 
guiltless and unresisting victims. The same im- 
pulse which made them loyal, totheir masters 
throughout the war has made them faithful to 
their deliverers since. Their allegiance to the 
party of Lincoln and Grant is persistent and un- 
swerving. Their instincts were more infallible 
than reason. They have vyotec with their 
friends. 

ABOUT THE JACKSON ELECTION. 

Mr. Ingalls went on to speak of the gdetermina- 
nation of the south to eliminate the negro as a 
factor from its political and social history; and 
quoted evidence on that point from democratic 
newspapers and democratic politicians. He sent 
to the clerk’s desk, and had read, extracts from 
the Jackson (Miss.) Clarion just before the elec- 
tion seventeen days ago, in which the interroga- 
tion, ‘*Who cares? The Bolton boys will be here 
Monday; there will be a fair election,” was re- 
peated a dozen times, the only difference being 
the name of the companies to be there was 
i me When the last interrogation was read 
Mr. Ingalls said: ‘They were all there,” amid 
much laughter. 

Mr. Ingalls then read the statement of a corres- 
pondent that the election at Jackson was the most 
outrageous he had ever seen and that the town had 
been taken possession of by ‘‘toughs with Win- 
chester rifles’ and held throughout the day. In 
this extract it was said that Senator George’s son 
was one of the riflemen. 

Resuming, Ingalls said: 

The pretexts for this condition of things have 
been many, but they all rest upon the inferiority 
of the African race, upon fear of negro supremacy. 
I confess with humiliation that to this nullifica- 
tion of the constitution ; to this breach of plighted 
faith ; this violation of the natural rights of man, 
the people of the north have apparently consented. 
Practically (I say it with shame and remorse) the 
negroes have been abandoned to their 
fate. There are undoubtedly some 
thoughtful men in the south who 
apprehend coming events, and would willingly re- 
linguish the right to representation, if the states 
could be permitted to impose race condition upon 
suffrage. But this is impossible. It would shock 
the sense of mankind. The gods cannot recall 
their gifts. Educational qualifications and other 
qualifications would only postpone the crisis. It 
may be postponed for a generation, or it may be 

recipitated at the next presidential election, but 
warn those who are perpetuating these wrongs 
upon suffrage that the north and west, and north- 
west, will not consent to have their institutions, 
‘their industries, their wealth and their civilization 
changed, modified or destroyed « government 
restig ao ge the deliberate and habitual suppres- 
sion of the colored yote, or any other vote, by 
force, or by fraud. 

HE PREDICTS TROUBLE. 

Sooner or later, there would be armed collision 
between the races. _ The south is standing 
upon a volcano. The south is_ sitting 
on a safety valve. There are breeding innumera- 
ble John Browns and Nat Turners. Already mut- 
terings of discontent, of hostile organizations are 
heard. The nse of thetorch and dagger is ad- 
vised. I deplore it; butas God is my judge,I say that 
no other peopie on the face of the earth have ever 
submitted to the wrongs and injustice which have 


been for twenty-five years put upon the colored | 


men of the south without revolution and blood. 
[Applause from negroes in the gallery.] 
The conduct of the colored race has been be- 
ond all praise. They have been patient; they 
have been loyal; they have been docile to their 
masters and tothe country. ‘Simon of Athens 
said: “It is not enough to help the feeble, but to 
support him after.”” Until 1877 the unstable fab- 
ric erected by the architects of reconstruction was 
upheld by military authority of the United States, 
and when this was withdrawn the incongruous 
edifice toppled headlong and vanished “like a 
baseless fabric of vision.”’ 
HIS WARNING TO THE SOUTH. 

Mr. Ingalls went on to warn the south of the 
natural consequences of its course toward the col- 
ored people, Despotism, he said, makes nihilists. 
injustice is the great manufactory of dynamite. 
The man who is a thief robs himself. An adul- 
terer pollutes himself. A murderer inflicts a 
deeper wound on himself than that which slays 
his victim. The south, in imposing chains on the 
African race, lays heavier manacles on itself than 
those with whichit burdens the helpless slave. 
And these who are denying to American citizens 
the privileges of freedom should remember that 
there is nothing so unprofitable as injustice, and 
that God is an pen agama. Signage? Silent it may 
be, tardy and slow it may be, but inexorable and 
relentless. Behind the wrongdoer stalks the me- 
nacing spectre of vengeance and of retribution. 

Mr. Ingalls then went on to speak of an outrage 
committed in Aberdeen, Miss., on the day of 
Jefferson Davis’s funeral, when a German tinner, 
a citizen of Indiana, accidentally (in the course of 
his work) let fall from a house roof a cable bearing 
an effigy of the secretary of war, with the inscrip- 
tion. ‘‘Red Proctor, Traitor.” For this accident 
the tinner had been brutally whipped by one 
McDonald, with a whalebone coachwhip of the 
largest size, receiving at least 200 lashes and bein 
nearly blinded and terribly lacerated. McDonald, 
he said, had been arrested and taken before the 

lice court, where he was fined thirty dollars.

NEGROES PREFERABLE TO MISSISSIPPIANS. 

“TI said I was not in favor of the Africanization 
of this continent, or any part of it. But, if the 
methods of the Chalmers campaign and of the 
Jackson campaign, and of the proceedings at 
Aberdeen, are illustrations of the temper and 
spirit and purpose of the people of that state 
toward the government of the United States and 
to its citizens, I would a thousand fold prefer that

He went on to say that race antagonism aprme 
only to the colored man in the south when he de- 
sired to vote the republican ticket. If the colored 
people there were all democrats, the race question 
would over. 

Four solutions of the problem had been sug- 
gested—emigration, extermination, absorption, 
and disfranchisement—but there was still a fifth 
sohition which had never been tried, and that s0- 
Jution is justice. I appeal to the south (he ex- 
claimed) to try the experiment of justice. Stack 
your gens; open your ballot boxes; register your 
voters, black and white, and if: after 
ment has been fairly and honestly tried, it appears 
that the African race is incapable of civilization; 
if it appears that the eomplexion burnt upon him 
by an Indian sun is incompatible with freedom, 
will pledge myself to consu!t with you about some 
measure of solving the race problem. But until 
then nothing can be done. Citizenship of the negro 
must be absolutely recognized. His right to vote 
must be admitted, and the ballots that he 
must be honestly counted. These dre essential 
preliminaries, conditions precedent to any consid- 
eration of the ulterior and fundamental questions 
of race supremacy or race equality in the United 
States, north or south. ose who freed the 
slaves ask nothing more; they will be content 
with nothing less. The experiment must be fairly 
tried. This is the starting point and this is the 
goal. The lenger it is deferred the greater will be 
the exasperation and the more doubtful the final 
result. 

As Mr. Ingalls took his seat he was again loudly 
applauded. He had spoken exactly two hours. 
Without attempting any other business, the sen- 
ate at 4 p. m. adjourned till Monday.

THE HOUSE IN COMMITTEE. 


Considering the Customs Administrativ® 
Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 23.—Mr. Dalzell, of 
Pennsylvania, from the committee on elections, 
submitted the report of that committee on the 
contested case of Smith vs. Jackson, from the 
fourth district of West Virginia, ordered printed 
and recommitted. The minority was granted 
leave to file a minority report. 

Mr. Brewer, of Michigan, introduceda bill for 
the construction of public buildings by contract. 
Referred. 

THE CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE BILL. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, in the chair, on 
the customs administrative bill. 

The bill having been read at length, Mr. McKin- 
ley said the bill, as the title indicated, was purely 
an administrative bill, and was not intended to 
change the rate of duties. The jnecessity for the 
simplification of laws in relation to the collection 
of revenue had been first called to the attention of 
congress by Secretary Folger, A bill with this 
ees ose in view had been introduced in congress 

xy Mr. Hewitt, of New York, and had received the 

eepecse of the ways and means committee; and 
subsequently the Morrison and Mills tariff bills 
had contained substantially the provisions of the 
pending measure. 

Mr. Carlisle, while he admitted that the provis- 
ions of this bill were substantially the same as 
those contained in the Morrison and Mills bills, 
said that gentlemen who agreed with him in his 
tariff views might not feel themselves in a posi- 
tion to give support to the bill while standing at 
one. There were certain provisions which, while 
they did not in terms change the rates of duty, 
would necessarily increase the duty. The restora- 
tion of duty on packages and coverings would in- 
crease the revenue to the extent of five or six 
million dollars a year. He regarded as unjust the 
proposition of the bill which imposes the same rate 
of duty on goods brought here in a damaged con- 
dition as on goods ina perfect condition. Mr. 
McKinley said that an administrative bill was ab- 
, necessary for the honest administration 
of law. 


THE COST OF PACKING. 

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, contended that it was 
just and equitable that the cost of a package 
which was necessary to fit goods for transporta- 
tion should be taken into consideration in the ap- 
praisement of the value of the goods. 

Mr. a cae of Kentucky, argued that the 
effect of the bill would be to increase, in every 
way, the protection which was already granted to 
the domestic manufacturer. 

On motion of Mr. Post, of IMlinois, an amend- 
ment was adopted providing that invoices shall be 
produced to the United States consul, vice-consul 
or commercial agent of the consular district in 
which the merchandise was manufactured or pur- 
chased for export. 

Section 11 of the bill defines more clearly the 
elements of cost to be ascertained by the appraiser 
when it is found impracticable, otherwise to ap- 
praise the value of the merchandise. One of these 
elements (according to the bill)is ‘a reasonable 
profit upon the total cost.”’ 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, considered this 
language as indefinite, and upon his motion the 
words “reasonable profit” were stricken out and 
the words ‘profit of five per cent’’ inserted. 

Section 13limits totwenty-four hours the time 
within which an importer who is dissatisfied with 
the appraisement of his merchandise may ask for 
a re-appraisement. 

Mr. Candler, of Massachusetts, move to extend 
this limit to ten days. Re d. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, attempted to 
have the limit fixed at five days, but a motion to 
that effect was also rejected. 

On motion of Mr. Candler, of Massachusetts, an 
amendment was adopted providing that the own- 
er, importer, consi or agent of merchandise 
subject to reappraisement by the board of general 
appraisers, shall have the privilege of being pres- 
ent with or without counsel. 

AN AMENDMENT OFFERED. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, (acting under in- 
structions from the committee on ways and 
means) offered an amendment to section 15, which 
provides for an appeal to the circuit court and 
subsequently to the United States supreme court 
for a decision as to the construction of the law as 
to the classification of merchandise; providing, 
that pending any controversy or litigation about 
the amount of duties to be paid on any imported 
merchandise in court, the merchandise shall re- 
main in a government warehouse and under con- 
trol of the of the treasury ; and in all ac- 
tions brought against collectors of customs by 
owners, importers, consignees or agents, 
plaintiff shall be required, before he can recover 
to show that the merchandise at the time of tri 
is in the custody of the government. 

Pending action, the committee rose and at 5 
o’cleck the house adjourned.

and killed Lon Carroll. The difficulty oc- 
curred near the postoffice, on Tallapoosa strect. 
Two shots from a 44-calibre revolver were 
fired, Gand one took effect just under the 
shouldér, passing nearly through the body. 
Mr. Carroll staggered to the union depot, a 
distance of about one hundred yards, and fell. 
He was assisted to the platform, and Dr. Mc- 
Coy proceeded to look after the wound. Mr. 
Carroll lingered about five minutes, and died. 

After shooting Mr. Carroll, Mr. Barnes 
walked up South Railroad avenue as far as 
Wright & Thomasson’s drugstore, where he 
met his brother, Hon. Augustus Barnes, 
Upon meeting him, the former said: 

“Gus, Ihave shot at him twice, but don’t 
know whether I hit him br not.”’ 

Together they went to their office, where 
a bond for the time being was arranged, and 
Barnes went to the home of his brother, where 
he is at this writing. 

HOW THE TROUBLE STARTED. 

The origin. of the trouble is as follows: 
About a month since, Carroll approached 
Augustus Barnes, in the office of the probate 
judge, where the latter had just concluded a 
speech. Carroll commenced to abuse him in 
very severe terms, and went so far as to 
attempt to spit in his face. All the time the 
conversation was in progress. Carroll kept his 
hand in his hip-pocket, and more than once 
asked Mr. Barnes if he was prepared to fight 
him. Mr. Barnes, who was unarmed, did not 
see fit to sacrifice his life, and tried to pass 


F Carroll, whereupon he attempted to spit in 


Barnes’s face, the spittle passing very near 
his cheek. 
CARROLL LEAVES TOWN. 

After attempting to find Carroll at the time, 
it was agreed upon to let the matter drop, pro- 
vided Carroll: would not again come to Opelika. 
It seems Carroll agreed to the terms and kept 
his word until today, when he again appeared 
upon the streets. It is the universal opinion 
that Carroll came to Opelika for the express 
purpose of renewing the difficulty. When the 
shooting took place, Mr. Barnes was on his 
way to the postoffice. Upon seeing Carroll, he 
warned him to come no nearer, and Carroll, 
ignoring that warning, continued to approach, 
and then in self-defense, Mr. Barnes shot him. 

THE PARTIES IN THE TRAGEDY. 

Carroll bore a very unsavory reputation, and 
was regarded by all as a dangerous, unscru- 
pulous and reckless man, while Mr. Barnes 
has a reputation just the reverse. Frequently 
Carroll has attempted to take human life, and 
the community in which he lives stood in con- 
stant terror of him. 

Mr. Reed Barnes, the man who did the 
shooting, is a brother of Hon. Augustus Barnes, 
in whose face Carroll attempted to spit. 

The inquest will be held tomorrow. Dr. Mc- 
Coy stated to the jury impanneled that the de- 
ceased come to his death by a pistol ball, and 
then the deceased was carried to the court 
house, where an inquest will be held tomor- 
row, as stated. 

The entire city regrets the occurrence on Mr. 


“Barnes’s account, but, to use the language of a 


bystander: ‘‘A dangerous and desperate man 
has met his just deserts.”’

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 


| Caused by a Spark from a Cigarette Setting 
| Off Dynamite. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., January 23.—{Special.] 
News is received here today of a fatal explo- 
sion in Wilkes county yesterdAy, in which five 
men were killed and a dozen wounded. A 
squad of railroad hands were working on an 
extensiou of the Cape Fear and Yadkin Val- 
ley railtoad,-in the lower portion of that 
county. They were preparing to make a 
heavy blast, which was expected to tear up a 
big rock. A tremendous hole had been driven 
in the rock, and two kegs of dynamite had 
been placed in it. George Hendjey, a laborer, 
was preparing to adjust the fuse, at the same 
time smoking a cigarette, from which a spark 
accidentally dropped and fired off the powder. 
It was all done in an instant, and no one 
had time to escape. The explosion roared like 
a dozen cannons. It not only burst up the big 
rock, but it also tore up fifteen feet of the 
deep cut. Five unfortunate workmen were 
sent. whirling into the air riding on large pieces 
of the broken rock among flying earth. A 
dozen others were knocked about and par- 
tially buried under the falling dirt. When 
the smoke of the blast cleared away it was 
found that five had been killed, as follows: 
George Hendley, Samuel Cules,- Thomas 
Emory, Joseph Falls and Eugene Moore. 
Twelve others were wounded, but only three 
very serious. 


SNOWING AGAIN. 


Eight Passenger Traing Blocked in Oregon 
—The Blizzard in the West. 

TACOMA, Washington, January 23.—The first 
train in ten days over the Union Pacific railroad 
arrived here yesterday morning. Passengers re- 
port a snow blockade near Baker City, Oregon, 
where eight passenger trains were snowed in, the 
first one having been caught Sunday, a week ago. 
The passengers report a terrible experience, three 
persons having died during the blockade, and a 
number of women and children being taken sick 
and receiving no other attention than that ex- 
tended by their fellow passengers. A second 
train, bringing a large quantity of delayed mail,

SNOW PLOW TRAINS BUSY.

DOWN BELOW ZERO. 

CHICAGO, January 23.—Dispatches from many 
points in Wisconsin, Iowa and Iilinois, report 
that the mercury yesterday reached the lowest 
point so far this winter, ranging in different sec- 
tions from-ten to thirty-six below zero, the latter 
temperature being recorded af Black River Falls, 
Wis., yesterday morning. Last evening the 
weather moderated, and heavy snow has fallen 
over a large area. 

FRESH STORMS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, January 23—Each day for the 
last eight days during which bleckade on the Cen- 
tral Pacific and California and Oregon line has 
continued. Southern Pacific officials have felt 
hopeful thatthe following day would see the 
blockade raised. Fresh storms, have come, how- 
ever, and the tracks have been in snow almost as 
soon as cleared.

SLEEPING ON THEIR ARMS. 


Military Guarding Apalachicola—Arrest of 
the Rioters. 

APALACHICOLA, Fla., January 23.—The Escam- 
bia Rifles arrived last night, thirty-seven strong. 
Guards were posted throughout the town and 
every white man not on duty slept with arms 
within reach. Thirty-five ring leaders of the 
negro strikers were arrested today, but the chief 
one, Sanches V. Thomas, cannot be found... One 
negro was shot today while fleeing from arrest. 
The trial of some of the prisoners commenced 
this afternoon. Intense excitement prevails 
among both whites and blacks. Negro women 
are violent in denunciation of the action of the 
whites, and are thronging the streets. Citizens 
are worn out with fatigue, but feel confident that 
the situation can be mastered. It is generally be- 
lieved that the arrest of the ring | will have 
a quieting affect, but some think the negroes will 
attempt to make further trouble tonight. The 
whites are well prepared, and this fact it is hoped, 
will have a restraining influence upon the negroes 


Arrest of Desperadoes. 

CATLETTSBURG, Ky., January 23.—Five desperate 
characters were arrested Tuesday night for the 
murder, Sunday night, of Constable Robert Long 
and the dangerous wounding of his wife, in 
Guyandotte county, West Virginia. Their names 
are John and Dell McCoy, Rice Jamison, Clark 
Fowler and George Redding. The morning after 
their crime, a strong force of avenging pursuers 
started out to capture them. Their horses’ tracks 
were followed toward the mountain regions, but 
the trail was lost. United States Deputy Marshal 
Sims obtained a clew to their hiding place, how- 
ever, which was a shanty boat on a es branch of 
Big Sandy. At midnight, the marshal and 
secured the five men as they slept, although each 
man was wearing a belt full of revolvers, and the 
room was an arsenal of Winchesters and other 
weapons. To avoid lynching, the prisoners were 
taken to Richmond. 

The Murders Confirmed. 

BuFrFALo, N. Y., January 23.—George Kennan, 
of Siberia, Falla, tonight received a letter from a 
Siberian exile, which was covered with postmarks 
and addresses, and which had evidently traveled 
a clandestine route to reach him, comprising 
eighty-six pages of microscopic chirography, only 
a part of which he has yet deciphered, but enough 
to prove, to his satisfaction, that the rumored 
massacre or exiles by Russian soldiers at Yakutsk 
is an indisputable fact. Kennan says this is 
not the first information he has received of the 
same nature, and that he has a volume of material 
in this letter, giving a full account of this das- 
tardly outrage. 

He Slashed His Throat. 

CHATTANOOGA, January 23.—{Special.}—Her- 
man Weber, a highly respectable looking German, 
came here a few days ago from St. Louis. This 
afternoon he attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat with a pocket knife. He was found ying 
on the commons in South Chattanooga with a 
gash between his win wo and jugiar vein. He 
will recover, but is delirious tonight.

THE SOCIALIST BILL 


TAKEN 


UP IN THE 
AGAIN. 


THE EXPULSION CLAUSE REJECTED 


The Second Reading of the Bill Fixed for" 
Next Week—Other Foreign News 
and Gossip of Interest. 


REICHSTAG 


BERLIN, January 23.—Consideration of the 
socialist bill was continued in the reichstag to- 
day. After much debate the house adopted the 
eleventh, thirteenth and twenty-second clauses 
of the measure. During the discussion 
Herfurth, minister of interior, declared that the 
clause providing for a declaration of a minor 
State of siege, where and whenever the gov- 
ernment deems expedient, was indispensable 
and urgently necessary. The period of opera- 
tion of the measure, he said, should not be re- 
stricted. The only permanent measure would 
be efficacious. The three clauses above men- 
tioned relate to the suppression of periodicals 
and associations and to appeals against decis- 
ions. 

The house ultimately rejected the expulsion 
clause and decided to make the measure per— 
manent by a vote of 166 to 111. 

In the vote upon expulsion clause, the cone 
servatives voted against the motion to omit 
that clause, but explained that they would ac- 
quiesce in omission if the government did. 
The third reading of the bill is fixed for Sat- 
urday next. Should the government then in- 
sist upon the expulsion clause it is expected 
that the reichstag will reject the bill, as the 
coalition against it is apparently too resolute 
to be overcome. 


The Pope in Good Health. 

RoME, January 23.—The rumor, widely current 
yesterday, that the pope had suddenly died, proves 
to have been entirely unfounded. His health is 
admirable, and at the very time the rumor was 
gaining strength, in ssing from mouth to 
mouth through the city, hisjholiness was giving a 
special audience to a number of prominent 
prelates. 


ARSENIC IN THE WINE. 


At Attempt to Poison Mrs. Whiteside, of 
Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, January 23.—(Special.|;—One of 
the greatest local sensations which has been 
smouldering for several days is the attempt te 
poison Mrs. Harriet L. Whiteside last Sunday. 
So quietly have the factsin the case been kept 
that no intimation was made of the same until to- 
night, when it was learned that the terrible 
crime had been attempted, and that detectives 
are busily at work tracing up the matter. It ap- 
pears that on last Sunday Mrs. White- 
side gave a rivate luncheon 
to her daughter-in-law, Mesdames Glenn and 
Charlie Whiteside, at her residence, No. 100 Col- 
lege street. During the luncheon Mrs. Whiteside 
ordered out a bottle of old wine, that had been in 
the house for her use for a number of years. The 
bottle which was produced had been opened and a

hiteside and her daughter-in-law drank some of 
the wine, and they were shortly after all taken vi- 
olently ill and rendered alinost unconscious. 
Luckily, they had net taken very much of the 
wine and no great damage was done. The family 
realized at once that an attempt had been 
made to ison Mrs. Whiteside, the 
mother of the iteside boys. How, or by whom 
it was done, the family had not the remotest sus- 
ar ya The only conclusion was that some one 
1ad entered the house, probably in the night time, 
and drugged the wine, which wwas the 
private refreshment of Mrs. Whiteside. The 
male members of the family were told of the pe- 

culiar illness of the ladies, at once secu 
the wine left in the bottle and placed itin the 
hands of Prof. H. C. Walderick , analytical chem— 
ist, for analysis. He states that he enough 
arsenic in the wine to kill several le. ere 
is no clue as to who attempted the . Mra. 
Whitesides is one of the thiest women in the 
south, being worth at least $1,000,000.

A Row Over a Negro’s Dog Causes a Couple 
of Gentlemen to Draw Their Pistols—The 
Particulars.

A. bystander named William Shelton was 
struck under the right arm, causing a painful 
wound.

ILL-FATED BROTHERS. 


Three Killed in Railroad Accidents, and All 
Buried in Macon. ° 

MAcon, Ga., January 23.—[{Special.]|—THE Con- 
STITUTION yesterday contained an account of the 
killing of Engineer Walter Raleigh, on Tuesday 
morning, near Gordon, on the Alabama Midland 
road. His remains reached Macon last night, and 
were buried this morning from St. Barnabas 
Episcopal church. The Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and many others attended the 
services. 

The Raleigh brothers seem to have been very ill- 
fated. About eight years ago Al. Raleigh, a fire- 
man, was killed in an accident on the Southwest- 
ern railroad, and about four years ago Gus 
Raleigh, a conductor on the East Tennessee road, 
was killed at Lumber City in a difficulty with a 
negro. The negro struck him on the head with a 
et of wood. Conductor Raleigh was knocked 
down, and his head fell under the wheels of a 
moving freight train, and he was crushed to 
death. The negro immediately escaped, and has 
never been caught. 

Now the third brother, Walter Raleigh, was 
killed in a railway accident on Tuesday. The 
three brothers are buried in Macon.

FARMERS TO FORM A CO-OPERATIVE 
ASSOCIATION | 


Which Will Enable Them toGet Money at 
Lower Rates and Save Something in 
Handling Their Cotton. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 23.—[Special.]— 
The alliance farmers of east and southeast 
Georgia are now working on a plan which, if it 
succeeds, will work a revolution in the cotton 
raising and factorage business. In short, they 
aim at borrowing money as a co-operative asso- 
ciation direct from banks or capitalists, who 
are not merchants, and marketing their crops 
through the alliance exchange. Their idea is 
not new, but the scheme which they 
agreed upon is different from 
any other that has been tried. Only 
one difficulty confronts them now, and that is 
the nature of the security. Capitalists have 
promised them all. the money they want if 
good collateral is given. 

Twelve counties in this part of Georgia are 
in this co-operative plan. The membership of 


the alliance averages 500 throughout the | 


counties. Screven county has 800 alliance 
farmers, but the organization is very strong 
there, while in Effingham, an adjoining 
county, the alliance is weak. In the twelve 
counties the alliance membership is 6,000. 
These farmers make upwards of 60,000 bales of 
cotton, and they borrow $400,000 a year to 
make their crops. The factors advance $10 a 
bale to a farmer. All farmers, however, do 
not borrow. If a planter calculates on mak- 
ing thirty bales next season his factor will ad- 
vance $300, secured by a mortgagé at eight 
per cent on the prospective crop. When the 
cotton is madeand sent”to the merchant he 
takes out his principal and interest and gets 
beside,s his{charges for handling the crop. 
ANOTHER SAVING CONTEMPLATED. 

The farmers think they can do this factor- 
age business through a paid agent and get 
larger net returns. They say, too, that $10 a 
plow is not enough to make a crop properly. 

his is their plan: The co-operative organiza- 
tion—com posed of all the branches of the alli- 
ance—forms a sort of stock company, with 
Sbares at $10 each. No member can take 
more than fifty shares. This is to prevent a 
few from getting control of the stock in a 
county. In Screven county over $2,000 was 
subscribed in a few days, and those who were 
working it up said, at the meeting 
held in Savannah Friday, that they 
could double the amount easily. It is 
not expected that over $20,000 in cash will be 
raised in this way this year. This sum will 
be placed in bank as a collateral margin. 
Then, on the co-operative association’s note, it 
is hoped that the money wanted can be ob- 
tained. The money will be loaned to the 
—— through the sub-alliances. Three 
armers will give a joint note for the mone 
they require. Each farmer is to bea chec 
against the other two. All three must send 
their cotton to the alliance exchange in Sa- 
vannah, and each maker of a joint note is to 
see toit that neither of his fellow-indorsers 
ships his cotton anywhere else. 

THE FARMERS TAKE TO IT. 

Theoretically, the plan seems to be a good 
one, and the farmers are taking toit. They 
consider that the margin in the bank will be 
ample protection against any bad notes or 
slow pores. The alliance holds itseif re- 
— le to the capitalist, and in turn holds 
the sub-alliances responsible. Special finance 
committees, whose business it will be to look 
after the crops and the prompt payment 
of the notes, ramfry the organization. 
Money can be borrowed for six per cent 
on good security, and the alliance will lend it 
to the planter at eight. A handsome profit 
has been figured out. The net revenue will 
be added to the capital stock subscribed, and 
additional shares issued. In the course of 
time the profits are expected to reach such an 
amount that no more borrowing from capital- 
ists will be necessary. When that pointis 
reached, the alliance will start a bank of its 
own. 


THE NEGROES WON’T WORK. 


The Farmers of Jackson County Cannot Get 
Help. 


ATHENS, Ga., January 23.—[Spec‘al.]—It seems 
as if the farmers in that part of Jackson county 
near Center will be put to some trouble to secure 
labor for the ensuing season. The negroes in that 
vicinity Have made no contracts with them, and 
openly avow their intention not todoso, They 
say that they are tired of working as farm hands 
for the whites, and that they will seek better and 
more lucrative employment. They are now idleat 
that place, and are doing little jobs here and 
there in order to keep the wolf from the door. It 
is said that they have formed a regular strike in 
that section. t is believed that they were 
actuated into doing this from a rumor that the 
contract for grading the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern railroad, near Athens, had been let, and 
that they could get a dollar a day for their labor. 
This is a mistake, however, as the contracts have 
not yet been let. It is believed that when they 
find this out that they will go back to work gladly. 


Hog Killing in Hancock. 


SPARTA, Ga., January 23.—[Special.}—The aver- 
age Hancock farmer glories in this cold snap. 
For weeks he has been looking forward for such 
an event, and he has not been slow to make use of 
it. Never before in twenty years has there been 
such a meat-raised crop in Hancock, and never 
such a Slanghtering as in the past forty-eight 
hours. Some estimates put the amountof the 
killing in weight at from three or four hundred 
thousand pounds. 

The crack of the mule driver’s whip is heard all 
over our town, and more new mules have been 
sold to farmers thus far this winter than in many 
seasons. Many of the sales are for cash, and the 
prices paid are liberal, if not high. 


Meat Lost in Wilkes, 
WASHINGTON, Ga., January 23.—[{Special.J—A 
good deal of meat which has been killed in this 
county this winter has been lost. Some men have 
lost and killed again and lost a second time. The 
cold snap last week was a great blessing in en- 
abling many to save meat. 


Planting Fruit Trees. 

ALBANY, Ga., January 23.—(Special.j]—Large 
quantities of fruit trees are being planted in this 
section, and there is a perfectboom in vineyards. 
The success of the pioneers in the gr and fruit 
industry here has been so phenomenal that it has 
awakened the land-owners to the great possibility 
of the soiland climate of this section to these 
delicious harvests. 


Farming Pays in Randolph 

CUTHBERT, Ga., January 23.—[{Special.]|—Farm- 
ing certainly pays handsomely in Randolph 
county. Mr. A. J. Moye, one of the largest plant- 
ers in the county, found his increased demands 
for mules on his numerous farms so great, that he 
sent a representative to Tennessee and bought a 
car load of twenty-five head, to be placed on his 
farms exclusively. Mr. J.J. McDonald, another 
large planter, has increased his farms also ve 
largely. Numerous farmers are increasing their 
interest, and mules have been sold here by hun- 
dreds this winter.

GEORGIA NEWS IN BRIEF. 


——The annual report of the Augusta Widow’s 
home showed the receipts to be larger than the 
disbursements, but there is need of a fund for the 
sick and donations are in order. 

—Mr. E. W. Barrett, THE CONSTITUTION’S 
Washington correspondent, is doing some good 
work for Georgia in a quiet way. He writes Hon. 
Guy. McClendon; of Thomasville, that the annual 
tendered by the Pennsylvania railroad to the 
Washington correspondents will probably be di- 
rected southjthis year, andhe urges the Thomas- 
ville people to send a delegation to Washington to 
invite the newspaper men there. He suggests that 
a fox hunt be put on the programme. 

——The Enterprise urges the people of Barnes- 
ville to organize a board of trade. 

——The city council of Barnesville is working to 
raise money for the enlargement of Gordon insti- 
tute. That is one of the best educational institu 
tions in the state, and hundreds of men and 
women, now useful and honored, went out from 
its halls. The citizens of Barnesville must not let 
the enterprise lag. 

——Dekalb county will have a fair. The charter 
has already been applied for, and the Lethonia 
Era, a live exponent of the county, is pushing the 
matter. That paper also announces that a charter 
for a farmers’ co-operative manufacturing com- 
pany has been asked for. 

——The Cedartown Standard tells of a model 
farmer, near Antioch, in Polk county. He raises 
his own horses and mules, and has one or two to 
spare every year. He has never bought a plow- 
stock, singletree, hames, clevis or heel-bolt, and 
has the best farm tools in the neighborhood, all 
home-made. Heis president of a sub-alliance, 
president ot the county alliance, vice-president of 
the state alliance, and president of the board of 
education, having been connected with the latter 
for twelve years. He represented Polk county in 
the general assembly two terms, and was presented 
by that body with a handsome present each ses- 
sion, viz.: a silver cup and an elegant gold-headed 
cane. 

—-At Dunham’s camp, fourteen miles from 
Brunswick, a negro, John MHazethurst, was 
knocked off a box car by the limb of a tree and so 
badly wounded that his leg had to be aniputated. 

——Dr. Lansing Burrows de nces as a slander 
the widely published statement that he said this 
warm winter weather would be followed by yellow 
fever. . 

-——From the press of all sections of Georgia 
comes the announcement that the farmers are in 
better condition than ever before. 

——-The Covington, Ga., Star states that the Far- 
mers’ Alliance warehouse at that place will be 
built on the lot adjoining the cotton compress. 
The lot has been purchased and the work will be 

lenced at once. The warehouse will be 
100x120, which will be large enough to start with. 

——The Athens Banner reports a general strike 
of negro farm laborers around Center, on the 
Northeastern railroad, in Jackson county. 

They claim to have grown tired of farm work, 
and have determined to have “no more of itin 
their’n.” The white people have secured no labor 
for the ensuing year on their farms, and the situa- 
tion is beginning to look squally for them, as the 
negroes say they have no intention of going to 
work for the whites, and are determined in their 
course. They are now working about by the day, 
cutting wood or doing little jobs, just to the ex- 
tent of keeping the wolf from their doors.

A Railroad Patent. 


A Georgia man comes tothe front witha 
qonderful railroad invention. 

This is Dr. Bryans, of Jackson, Ga. 

It is no more nor less than a scheme to allow 
one train to pass another on a single track, one 
train going over the other. 

The invention is thus described: 

“Qne train acts asa trestle, the cars being 
made lower than the ordinary ones, and very 
heavy. On the engine is a portable drawbridge, 
which can be lowered, the rails on it fitting to 
the track rails with a flared flange. Rails run 
along the top of the other cars, forming a con- 
tinuous track. The rear car is provided with 
another drawbridge, lowered like the one in 
front. 

‘When the two trains are to pass one remains 
stationary, with the front and rear drawbridge 
lowered, and the other approaches at full 
speed, runs up the front drawbridge, along the 
track on top, and down the rear drawbridge. 
The bridge train then raises its drawbridge and 
steams off in the opposite direction. 

“The incline of the drawbridge is to be one 
foot in ten. The doctor shows that this can be 
easily overcome by the momentum of the ap- 
proaching train, which goes on over the other 
without once slackening its speed. 

“To obviate any difficulty about which train 
should act as adrawbridge, the inventor lays 
down this rule; Trains going south and east 
have the right of Way; those heading north 
and west are to act as trestles.’’ 

It is said that the doctor is in no wise dis- 
couraged by the apathy manifested in railroad 
circles, and is quite sanguine as tothe future 
of his patent.

Under One Head. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida will be 
through to Palatka by February 15th. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida branch from 
Tifton southwest to Thomasville, about fifty-five 
miles, seems to be a cersainty of the near future. 
It will gothrough Berrien, Worth, Colquitt and 
‘Thomas counties, opening an entirely new timber 
country. It is reported that Morgan & Reynolds, 
the Macen contractors who are building the sec- 
tion of the Georgia Southernand Florida main 
line south of Lake City, have the contract. 

The president of the Central is quoted as giving 
authority to the statement that the Columbus and 
Rome is to be ehanged toa broad gaugeand ex- 
tended fifty miles from Greenville, through Meri- 
wether and Coweta counties to Newnan, connect- 
ing there withthe West Point and with the Sa- 
vannah, Griffin and North Alabama. 

The Savannah, Americus and Montgomery is 
extending east and west. Contracts have been 
made to widen the guage to Lonvale, in Stewart 
county, the western terminus, and this will be 
completed by the first of May. The construction 
of this road on to Montgomery will begin about 
that time. At the eastern terminus, in Mont- 
gomery county, the work is being pushed rapidly 
on to Stirling, to meet the Eden extension of the 
Central. 

Considerable work is being done along the Geor- 

ia line of the Eastand West road of Alabama. 
‘The gauge is to be broadened from Cartersville to 
Pell City, the entire length. It also rumored that 
the road will be extended to Canton, about 
eighteen miles. This gives the road connection 
with the Marietta and North Georgia. 

It seems quite probable now that the Blue Ridge 
and Atlantic extension may be begun this year, 
from Tullulah Falls on through Habersham and 
Rabun counties in Georgia; Macon, Swain and 
Graham in North Carolina, and on across the 
‘Tennessee line to Knoxvilte. That the road will 
be built is a certainty—the question is as to the 
time. The extension in Georgia will be about 
eighteen miles. ’

Said trustees shall be empowered tocall a 
meeting at such time and place as a majority may 
appoint, to elect a president, secretary, and treas~ 
urer, the treasurer to give such bonds as the board 
of trustees may direct, also to appoint such other 
office as agents or employes as the events of the 
university may from time to time demand, in all 
cases fixing their compensation. All meetings of 
said board to be called in such manner as the 
trustees shall prescribe, and seven of them 80 as- 
sembled, shall constitute a quorum to do busi- 
ness, a less number to adjourn from time to time.

ing departments, and such others, as the board of | 


trustees may establish, normal, collegiate, theo- 
—— legal, medical and agricultural. 

Sec. 5. The immediate government of the several 
departments shall be entrusted to their respective 
faculties, but the trustees shall regulate the course 
of instruction, prescribe, with the advice of the 
professors, the necessary text hooks, confer such 
degrees and grant such diplomas as are usually 
conferred and granted by other universities. 

Sec.6. The board of trustees shall have the 
power to fill all vacancies that may occur and to 
remove any professor or tutor or other officer 
connected with the institution, when in their 
judgment the interests of the university shall re- 
quire it; they shall have the same power to fill all 
vacancies in their own board, as well as to remove 
any trustee when they deem the interest of the 
university shall require it, but that no trustee 
Shall be removed without the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the whole board. 

Sec. 7. The board of trustees shall publish an 
annual report making an exhibit of the affairs of 
the university. 

Sec. 8. No misnomer of said corporation shall 
defeat or annul any donation, gift, grant or bequest 
to or from said corporation. 

Sec 9. Said board of trustees shall have full 
power to make all by-laws and regutations what- 
soever, that they may deem necessary to the gov- 
ernment of the university, not inconsistent with 
the laws of the state and of the United States, and 
shall also have power to change, modify or repeal 
any of same by-laws from time to time as they 
may deem the interest of the university requires. 

Sec. 10. The individual members of said corpo- 
ration shall be liable, as is provided for by their 
eee gen of the sixteen hundred and twenty- 
ninth section of the code of Georgia.

The republicans, egged on by Quay and 
Mr. Harrison (who seems to be a good sec- 
ond to Quay in all that pertains to partisan 
meanness), are engaged in putting the 
clamps on the democratic minority in con- 
gress in a way that promises to be effective. 

The republican policy has long ago devel- 
oped into something more important than 
ordinary knavery. Your common rascal is

A Dangerous Man, 

The jailer of Huntington county, Tennes- 
see, now thinks that in the hands of a man 
entirely great the pen is mightier than 
prison locks and bars. 

Some time ago a forger named Johnson 
was arrested and sent to Huntington county 
jail, because the jail in the county where 
the crime was committed was insecure. 

Johnson was without money and without 
friends, but he was a skillful penman, and 
he determined to regain his liberty. He 
forged a bond, signed the names of three 
prominent citizens, forged the approval of 
the circuit judge, and wrote an order from 
the sheriff of the county where he com- 
mitted the crime to the sheriff of Hunting- 
ton county to accept the bond and discharge 
him. 

The trick worked without a boggle. The 
officials were fooled all around, and the ex- 
pert forger walked out of jail and took his 
departure for fresh fields and pastures. 

The judge, the two sheriffs, the bondsmen 
and the jailer are all in the dumps. They 
say that the forged signatures are exact imi- 
tations of their own, and would have de- 
ceived the best judges. 

Undoubtedly, if Johnson had devoted his 
brains and skill to honest work he would 
have made a success, but, like many of the 
sharpest and boldest men in the world, his 
lack of principle makes him prefer crooked 
ways to the straight and narrow path. 

Such men, however, do not flourish long. 
They may dazzle two continents with their 
swindles, like Ross Raymond, only to wind 
up as Raymond did a short time ago ina 
convict cell. Johnson will run the usual 
course until he turns up some day ina 
prison where his fancy penmanship will 
avail him nothing. 


Unnecessary Comparisons. 

The Rey. Dr. Kelley, of Nashville, is still 
being censured by his Tennessee friends for 
his untimely utterances in Chicago on Jack- 
son’s day. 

The point made is that it was out of place 
inatribute to Jackson, to say: ‘‘Wash- 
ington, Jackson and Lincoln. The greatest 
of these is Lincoln,” 

Some of the Tennessee papers declare that 
Dr. Kelley placed an exaggerated estimate 
upon Lincoln. The speaker, of course, had 
aright to his opinion, and it would be a 
waste of time to argue the matter. 

But it will strike almost everybody that a 
speaker makes a mistake when he draws 
unnecessary comparisons. Ina tribute to 
Jackson, on the day set apart for ;the com- 
memoration of his life and services, why 
should the orator hunt up another man and 
pronounce him greater than the subject of 
his address? 

There isno reason for it, and that is 
enough. Besides, it is impossible to take 
three great men, different in character, living 
in different epochs, under different condi- 
tions, and calmly single out one as the 
greatest. Washington, Jackson and Lincoln 
each had his own peculiar greatness. Let 
the tribute to each stand alone. Why go 
into comparisons at all ? 


Rich Men and Their Money. 

The late A. T. Stewart, of New York, 
was a man of brains and energy. 

Like many other shrewd business men, 
however, he had his weaknesses. In an 
evil hour he formed a friendship with Judge 
Henry Hilton. The judge worked himself 
into the good graces of the millionaire, and 
was made his executor. 

Stewart died believing that he had left his 
heirs fifty million dollars. Recently, the heirs 
had to bring suit against Hilton for $25,000, - 
000. A compromise of some sort has been 
effected, but Hilton appears to have ab- 
sorbed the dead man’s wealth in some mys- 
terious way. The whole business is very 
complicated, and no satisfactory explanation 
has been made public. The only thing that 
sticks out plainly is the fact that Stewart’s 
money has been kept from the rightful heirs. 

If rich men could look into the future and 
see the disposition of their fortunes, it would 
make them sick at heart. It is unpleasant 
to think of the earnings of a long and honor- 
able business career squandered by prodigals 
or appropriated by robbers. And yet this is 
an old story. When the average rich man’s 
fortune does not fall in the hands of a Judge 
Hilton, it often goes to a spendthrift.

ABOUT THE CAPITOL. 


Treasurer Bob Hardeman undertook yesterday 
what he says is the hardest mathematical problem 
he has ever tried to solve. He wanted to ascer- 
tain what the average rate of interest on the 
bonded indebtedness of the state was. And, after 
covering several sheets of paper with closely- 
written figures. he found it to be five and forty- 
four and one-half-one hundredths per cent. The 
difficulty arose from the different issues of bonds, 
which altogether amount to $8,509,500. Of this 
amount $3,217,500 bear seven per cent, and cover 
three issues, and $5,292,000 bear four and one-half 
percent. The amount paid last year by the state 
as interest on these bonds was $462,365. 
This amount will be greatly lessened, 
as most of the bonds bearing seven per cent 
will fall due shortly and will be redeemed. The 
first issue of $209,800 will be paid next October. 
The second issue of $307,500 will be paid in July, 
1892 and the third issue of $542,000 in July, 1896. 
Besides these bonds the state is indebted to the 
university, and the bonds held by that institution 
also bear seven per cent interest the principal of 
which is not due until 1932. Owing to the pros- 
perity of the state the necessity of paying a high 
rate of interest no longer exists and it is not prob- 
able that as much interest as fouranda half per 
cent will ever be paid again. 


Three rewards were offered yesterday by Gov- 
ernor Gordon for the arrest of the Jesup rioters. 
The document states that official information has 
been received at the executive department t» the 
effect that on December [25, 1889, a disturbance 
took place’ at Jesup, during which Assistant 
Marshall Barnhill and a young man named Woods 
were killed, and another man named William 
Woods was seriously wounded. As the informa- 
tion indicates that Bob Brewer, Wade Raiford 
and John Raiford were responsible for the shoot- 
ing, the governor offers $300 for the arrest of 
Brewer, and $200 for each of the Raifords, with 
proof sufficient to convict them of the crime. 


Mr. 8. Z. Dyer was commissioned yesterday by 
the governor to be a justice of the peace for the 
544th district of Gwinnett county. 


The attaches of the agricultural department 
were busily engaged yesterday finishing the first 
fertilizer circular for the year 1890, which will be 
published next Monday. The circular will con- 
tain the chemical analysis of all the fertilizers 
which have been inspected and analyzed up to the 
23d of January for this season’s use. 


When the supreme court adjourned Wednesday 
evening there remained unheard two cases from 
the Oemulgee circuit. It was announced that these 
cases would be heard today, and the court will 
then adjourn until Monday. With the beginning 
of the new week the Macon circuit will be taken 
up, and asthe docket is aspecially heavy one it 
will probably take all of next week and part of the 
following one to get through with all the cases. 


The citizens of Liberty county are agitated over 
the coming election for a clerk of the superior 
court. The secretary of state issued an order 
yesterday directing that the election shall be held 
on the 12th of February, and until that date con- 
siderable electioneering will be done in Liberty. 


The secretary of state has received a letter from 
a gentleman signing himself A. Q. Brown, of Hyde 
Park, Mass., who is anxious to get some informa- 
tion conceining one James Meserve, who is sup- 
posed to have died ten years ago in Georgia. Mr. 
Brown says that Meserve owns considerable 
property, to which his children are his lawful 
heirs, but they cannot get possession until 
Meserve’s death is proven. 


Adjutant-General Kell received yesterday the 
resignation of Captain William Price, commander 
of the duBignon Volunteers, of Milledgeville. The 
resignation will be acted on at the next meeting of 
the military advisory board, which takes place at 
the capitol on the 28th of January. 


A special meeting of the state board of educa- 
tion will be held next week to consider business of 
importance. Among other things, School Com- 
missioner Hook will submit the case of a would-be- 
teacher who failed to appear for examination at 
the proper time through a mistake, and who is 
now anxious to be admitted to the ranks of public 
school instructors.: 


The Grady Memorial Volume, 
From the Memphis Commercial. 

In Sunday’s issue of THE ATLANTA CONSTITU- 
TION there was an editorial which warned pirate 
publishers away from the literary remains of the 
late Henry Grady, editor of that paper. After all 
that has been written of the deceased journalist, 
setting forth the fact that he left but little of for- 
tune to his wife and children, he would bea 
dastard and a ghoul, indeed, who would attempt 
to fatten on the products of the brain of the dead 
man who expended himself for his section and 
in defense of the rights of self-govern- 
ment. We hope, for the sake of common 
decency that no such attempt will be made, but, if 
it is, the press of the country should unite, not 
merely in condemning it, but in securing the 
ostracism of the persons engaged in the nefarious 
business.

ANOTHER NEW ENTERPRISE CON- 
" “PE MPLATED IN ATLANTA. 


A Chamber of Commerce Committee Con- 
siders Car Building a Profitable Work 
and the Chances for the Works Are Good. 


Atlanta will soon have the largest car fac- 
tory in the south. 

The works had an inception at a meeting of 
the chamber of commerce committee on in— 
vestments, “manufactures and business enter- 
prises yesterday afternoon. At the meeting 
there were Captain James R. Wylie, chairman ; 
Mr. W. W. Boyd, President Oglesby, L. J. 
Hill, George Winship, Hugh Inman, C. W. 
Hunnicutt, J. C. Peck, E. P. Chamberlin, 
George W. Adair, Captain E. P. Howell and 
M. F. Amorous. 

Captain Wylie, in calling the meeting to or- 
der, said it had been called for the purpose of 
considering the'advisability of establishing the 
carworks in Atlanta. He stated that such an 
industry was greatly needed, and thatit would 
unquestionably pay the parties interested hand- 
somely. 

Mr. Peck secured the floor, and said that he 
had investigated the car works carefully, hav- 
ing gone through several in the north and 
east, and was thoroughly satisfied that shops 
would pay handsomely in Atlanta. He knew 
from what he had gathered in the north that 
car building would be a profitable investment, 
because the roads throughout the country were 
suffering for cars. 

Mr. Amorous followed Mr. Peck, agreeing 
with him in all he had said. He referred toa 
charter he and some associates had secured for 
a car-building company, and said there would 
be no trouble in raising $500,000, but that no 
suitable site could be _ secured. Mr. 
Amorous asserted that he had investi- 
gated the proposed work thoroughly, 
because his business threw him 
in contact with car builders. He knew that 
all the material necessary to the manufacture 
of cars could be secured here more easily 
and at a lower’ rate here than 
in the north and west.. He felt sure that 
works could be started here with an output 
of ten cars a day, upon which a profit of $50 
a car could be made. He declaredjthat he and 
his associates had pledged already $200,000, 
and that $300,000 more could be raised within 
a week, and shops giving employment to 350 
men could be started. 

Captain E. P. Howell said that he had been 
with a railroad official within the past few 
days,and that they had met a car manfacturer 
from the Ohio Falls Carcompany. The railroad 
official wanted to place an order for 4,000 cars, 
and the manufacturer refused to accept more 
than 1,000, claiming that his company was 
then too crowded to fill the orders. The 
captain asserted that labor, material and every 
thing else was cheaper here than in the north, 
and he knew that inside a week after the car 
works were assured, contracts could be closed 
for 5,000 cars, with other orders to follow as 
fast as the work could be done. For hiinself, 
Captain Howell was willing to put his time, 
his money, and his energy into the enterprise, 
and to promise its success. He said he was 
authorized to state that if Atlanta would raise 
any sum of money, the railroads coming into 
the city would double the amount. 

Colonel G..W. Adair spoke for the works 
and moved that the chair appoint a 
committee of five to draw 
up an agreement and prepare a prospectus for 
the works. The motion prevailed and Captain 
Wylie named as the cémmittee, Howell, Peck, 
Adair and Amorous. 

Captain Wylie was added to the list. 

The committee will meet this afternoon, and 
after agreeing upon a plan of organization, will 
adjourn to meet the chamber of commerce 
committee next week. 

The committee was informed that there is 
in Atlanta a gentleman who wants to build 
new ice works. 

It was also said that a large boiler company 
in Chattanooga wanted to move to Atlanta.

General McPherson's Death. 

EpIzORS CONSTITUTION: Much has been said 
lately in your paper and others concerning the 
killing of General McPherson, and these various 
accounts differ as to many points connected with 
that event. General McPherson was highly 
esteemed by the southern army, and it can be 
well said of him that wherever he went, his gentle- 
manly deportment and kindly treatment of the 
southerners was almost demoralizing. It was in 
marked contrast with much that his fellow-offi- 
cers did. Hence, our people even at the time regret- 
ted his death, and now honor his memory. 

The writer is well acquainted with Captain Rich- 
ard Beard, of Murfreesboro, Tenn., who claims, 
and no doubt justly, to have been an eye-witness 
tv the killing of Generali McPherson. may not 
give his account with perfect accuracy, for it was 
told me years ago, but my recollection is that the 
circumstances attending that event were substan- 
tially as follows: Captain Beard was ordered, with 
his company, then a mere handful, to make an at- 
tack upon a fortification which it was supposed 
was held by few men. While exécuting this or- 
der quite a number of federal officers came riding 
towards him. Halting his men he waited until 
they got near by, and then commanded them to 
surrender. All did so except one, who, wheeling 
his horse and putting spurs to him, while drawin 
his sword and waving it over his head, dashed o 
at full speed towards the federal lines. Captain 
Beard ordered his men not to fire, for, as he 
states, he felt satisfied that the of- 
ficer, on account of the retinue accompa- 
nying him, must be high in command, and he 
could not help admiring his brave dash for free- 
dom. However, an Arkansas sergeant who had 
become detached from his own command, and was 
accompanying Captain Beard’s company, drew 
down his gun,and in spite of the order given, 
fired, and the retreating officer fell to the ground. 

After disarming those who had surrendered, and 
putting them in charge of one or two men, Cap- 
taid Beard resumed his advance, and passed the 
prostrate form of the officer just kil Dashing 
with his brave Tennesseeans up the fortification, 
he was astonished to see a federal] colonel jump 
upon the embankment, within gems, Rap some 
who shouted in almost appealing tones to Captain 
Beard: “Fer God’s sake surrender, brave man, for 
‘we have ten to your one!’ The Tennesseeans 
were soon surrounded and taken prisoners, finding 
the statement of the colonel true. The charge 
from the reinforced federals swept everything 
back until they — and retook the 
prisoners, and then tain Beard learned that 
the officer killed was neral McPherson. This 
information was confirmed when he was carried 
before General Sherman, the colonel tak him

THE SHOTGUN FIGHT. 

Deputy Dennis M. Griswold was at the head 
of a posse of four or five men about 10 o’clock 
Monday night. 

They were going on a still hunt, and all 
were heavily armed. It was known thata 
fesperate gang were banded in that neighbor- 
hood to defy the law, and trouble was looked 
for. The moonshiners knew of the movements 
of the party, and had threatened trouble. 

But the posse were taken completely by 
surprise when the attack did come. 

“Now, jes shoot.” 

Acrash through the bushes by the road- 
side, a yell, anda volley of pistols and shot- 
guns followed the order. ; 

The posse scattered, taking to the bushes on 
the other side of the read. 

The moonlight was bright, and even the 
faces of the men could be made out clearly 
across the width of the road. 

The moonshiners kept up a continuous fire, 
and the officers returned a few shots, keeping up 
aretreat through the woods and away from the 
road. 

Several close shots were made, but not one of 
the posse was hurt. Tlre escape was almost a 
miracle, and is attributed by the officers to the 
fact that their assailants used shotguns, and 
these, too, heavily loaded. 

One of the posse had the rim of his hat torn 
off, and two buckshot holes in the crown of his 
felt hat. 

Another one had a gun almost knocked from 
his hands by a load of buckshot, the mark of 
three bullets being found afterwards on the 
wooden stock of the gun. 

The moonshiners exposed themselves freely, 
but it is not believed that any of them were 
hit. 

Clark, the Indian, was especially prominent, 
as one of the officers tellsitnow. He fired as 
coolly as if shooting at squirrels, and seemed 
to expect a fight in the open road, 

THE LEADER CAPTURED. 

The moonshiners made no attempt to follow 
the oflicers. 

As soon as the posse got together a consulta- 
tion was had, and a counter surprise was 

_planned. This was a scheme to capture 
Clark. 

He was found at his home, and was taken, as 
planned, completely by surprise. 

He made the most of the situation, offering 
no resistance, and seemed perfectly uncon- 
cerned about it. 

He denies having anything to do with the 
attack. The posse identified him positively 
before Commissioner Baker, at Dahlonega, 
and he was committed under heavy bond. 

In the meantime an agressive hunt is being 
made after the other three men recognized in 
the fight, but so far without success.

SLEDGE WANTS 811,000,000 


Which Georgia Paid to the United States 
Government on Cotton After the War. 

Hon. R. J. Sledge, of Texas, takes a cheering 
view of the prospects of the Farmers’ Alliance in 
all parts of the country, and especially in Georgia. 

“Since the meeting in St. Louis,” he said yester- 
day, ‘‘the alliance has taken on new life. There 
are two excellent causes for this. One is that we 
formed a sort of alliance with the Knights of 
Labor, and the other is that we expect to do great 
things for the farmers by the extension of the 
national bank system. 

“The Knights of Labor will, we think, be of great 
assistance to us in pushing claims which we have 
against the federal government. Directly after 
the war a tax of $15 was imposed on every bale of 
cotton raised in thesouth. As peace had been de- 
clared, this was a discriminating tax, and though 
it was enforced during the years 1866 and 1867, it 
was clearly unconstitutional, and was 
finally repealed. During the years 
it was collected, however, Georgia 
alone paid $11,000,000 to the government, and this 
money we are now trying toget back. The 
Knights of Labor will use their influence with the 
northern members of congress and the senators, 
and we feel confident that our just claim will be 
recognized.” 

“Our idea of the national banks,” Mr. Sledge 
continued, “is avery simple one. We wish to have 
the Same monetary system for the farmers which 
is now accorded the bankers. They put up their 
security at Washington and are then allowed 
ninety per cent of the face value of their deposit. 
We want bonded warehouses to be erected and so 
arranged that when a farmer deposits his produce 
he can obtain eighty per cent of its market value. 
If this is done, the farmers will be in better condi- 
tion than ever before, and I have no doubt that it 
will scon be carried into effect.”’ 


IS HE STILL ALIVE? 


That Is the Question to Be Determined by 
the Supreme Court. 

Among the cases from the Macon circuit, which 
will be tried next week by the supreme court, is 
one which has attracted much attention, and 
which, no doubt, will become one of “cause 
celebre”’ of Georgia. 

The case is appealed to the supreme court by 
the Travelers’ Accident Insurance company, in 
the hopes of reversing the decision of the lower 
court, who found that Mrs. Thomas J. Shephard 
was entitled to all the money she claimed because 
of the loss of her husband. 

The story of the suit is that during the year 1885 
Thomas J. Shephard insured his lifein several 
companies, and also in the Travelers’ Acci- 
dent Insurance company for $5,000. 
Shortly after doing so he went hunting and 
his gun went off by accident while he was stand- 
ing ina boat. He was wounded so badly that he 
fell into the river and his body was never recovered. 
At the legaltime Mrs. Shepherd applied for the 
money and it was refused on the ground that Mr. 
Shepherd was net dead. 

The company allows that Mrs. Shepherd is act- 
ing in good faith, but they claim that since the 
accident her husband has been seenin Alabama 
living under the name of Thomas Murras Horton, 
and it is claimed that he never was hurt, but dis- 
appeared in order to procure the insurance money 
for his wife and unborn child. 

In the application for a new trial the insurance 
company gives forty reasons why the decision of 
the lower court should be reversed. 

Colonel A. O. Bacon is Mrs. Shepherda’s represent- 
ative,and he thinks the claim that his client’s 
husband is alive is ridiculous. He says there was 
absolutely noreason for him to runaway. He had 
been married only a short time and was exceed- 
ingly happy, and was making enough to support a 
family.

A THIRTEEN-YEAR-OLD PREACHER 
IN THE PULPIT. 


He Preaches a Sermon at Berean Church Last 
Night toa Large Crowd—Will Probably 
Preach at Trinity. 

A child preacher. 

Thirteen years old and two years in the pul- 
pit. 

Last night Berean church, out near the 
Elsas & May factory, wascrowded to hear the 
child preacher, Jimmie Cook, a little fellow 
whose home is at Clem, Carroll county. — 

It was not known until late yesterday after- 
noon that the little fellow would preach, but 
the word spread quickly in the neighborhood, 
and before he opened his service every seat in 
Berean church was filled. 

Jimmie Cook is a sure enough boy preacher 
in stature as wellasin years. He weighs but 
little more than a half hundred pounds, and is 
so small that his head and shoulders were 
barely visible when standing behind the pul- 
pit. : 

He has a bright,intelligent face, is quiet and 
self-possessed, and in speaking uses very good 
language and gestures. His words flow freely, 
and during the whole of his sermon last night, 
which lasted about thirty minutes, until he 
was exhausted and out of breath, he never 
hesitated for language to express his thoughts. 

In the pulpit last night he appeared to be as 
much at ease and as thoroughly at home as a 
man who had spent the better portion of his 
life preaching. His style of speaking is natu- 
ral, and his voice, though childish, has a full- 
ness which makes his words effective and in- 
teresting. 

He wore a flannel shirt, a short jeans 
jacket and a pair of jeans trousers, reaching 
half way down the tops of a pair of rough, 
muddy boots. His round little face was bright 
and clean, and his light, sandy hair neatly 
combed, giving him the appearance of a 
typical country lad, fresh from the hands of a 
kind and careful mother. 

The child preacher announced his textin a 
clear,fine voice, the second chapter of Hebrews 
and third verse, ‘‘How shall we escape if we 
neglect so great salvation, which at first be- 
gan to be spoken by the Lord,and was confirmed 
unto us by them that heard him.” 

His sermon was a remarkable effort for a 
boy of the speaker’s age. He stuck to his text 
all the ,way through, quoting scripture 
fluently, and evincing a wonderful degree of 
elocutionary power. At times he walked from 
side to side of the platform, as his words were 
spoken, gesticulating with one hand and with 
the other toying with a long watch chain 
which hung from his vest, perfectly at ease, 
as if couscious of a power over his hearers. 

The little fellow’s countenance fairly 
glowed, ashe became warmed up to his sub- 
ject, appealing to sinners to turn from their evil 
ways and accept the salvation of the gospel. 

He, in a simple yet really beautiful and 
touching manner, admonished parents to 
train their children according to the teach- 
ings of the Bible, and warned them of the 
consequences of disobeying the commands of 
the Lord, 

At the conclusion of his sermon, the child 
preacher pronounced the orthodox benedic- 
tion, and dismissed the congregation. 

A small collection had been taken up, and 
while this was being turned over to the little 


fellow the crowd gathered about him, shaking 


his hand and thanking him for his wonderful 
talk. He gave them all his little hand, and 
answered-pleasantly and readily all the ques- 
tions asked by the admiring crowd. 

During his talk he never once alluded to 
himself, bat Mr. J. L. Nelson, @ whose house, 
in Edgewood, he stopped last night, said that 
he was the sole support of an invalid father 
and sister, 

Jimmie was asked how he came to begin 
preaching. 

‘*I was in the cotton field one day,’’ he said, 
‘“‘and all at once I was impressed with the feel- 
ing that F ought to go out and tell the people 
about God. I put down my basket and went 
home, and began preaching. God called me.”’ 

He said he didn’t know exactly how he hap- 
pened to come to Atlanta. He has been 
preaching around in the country for two years, 
and about a month ago preached at the Fourth 
Presbyterian church. 

He is really a wonder. It is very probable 
that he will preach at one of the larger 
churches, uptown. Hesays he will preach 
anywhere and any time, and takes texts and 
subjects from all parts of the Bible.

THE E STOCK ‘MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 23.—The stock market 
today showed more animation than yesterday, 
except in the trusts, and better distribution of 
business, while evidences of the broadening out 
of the market continued to grow.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, January 23—A fair business was 
transacted in wheat, and the market ruled steady 
and rather firm.

He com- 
plained of the wound in his head, having said 
several times before, that when he became in- 
toxicated it troubled him a great deal. 

The printers took him up stairs through mo- 
tives of pure charity, and the jury found that 
he came to his death from excessive drinking 
andexposure, attaching no blame to any one.

THOSE DISPUTED BON 


' 


WILL BE RETURNED T0 THE MARI- 
ETTA AND NORTH GEORGIA. 


The Story of the Reads Indebtedness to the 
State and Why They Claimed They 
Should Not Pay the Money. 


State Treasurer Hardeman has the bonds of 
the Marietta and North Georgia neatly done 
up awaiting toturn them over to the road 
whenever they are calledfor. — 

Two days ago an application for the bonds 
was made. The request for them is an official 
document, which has to be filed among the 
state papers, and althongh the names of the 
president of the road and .the secretary were 
duly signed, the signatures were not attested. 
Therefore, Colonel Hardeman sent the docu- 
ment back to have the signatures sworn to be- 
fore a notary public. As soon as the formality 
is complied with the bonds will be delivered. 

The bonds of the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia road has been a source of controversy for 
some years. The difficulties began previous 
to 1876, when the legislature granted the road 
the use of 350 convicts to expedite its con- 
struction. The legislature of 1877 concluded 
that the use of the 350 convicts was not suf- 
ficient help, and a law was passed loaning the 
road the net hire of the convicts, for which 
they were to give bonds. The sums of money 
which were borrowed under this law amounted 
to $66,233, and it is these bonds that the treas- 
urer is now called on to give up. 

HAD ONLY BEGUN. 

The trouble had only just began, however, 
because, under the act of 1876, the lessees of 
the state convicts claimed that they were en- 
titled to all the prisoners, and that to loan 350 
ofthem to the Marietta and North Georgia 
road wasa breach of contract. They, there- 
fore, entered suit to recover the amount that 
the railroad owed them for the use of their 
men. The lessees recovered a judgment, 
which the Marietta and North Georgia was 
forced to pay. 

The next act took place in 1885 when the 
Marietta and North Georgia road came before 
the general assembly and introduced a bill for 
the purpose, as they termed it, of ‘adjusting 
the equity of the case.’’ It was a bill to the 
effect that the state should return the $66,233 
of bonds, because the road had been forced to 
pay the lessees for the use of the convicts. 

THE PROVISO COMPLIED WITH. 

The legislature passed the act with the pro- 
viso that the road should be completed to 
Murphy, N. C., inside of twelve months from 
the passage of the act. 

The required distance was built within 
the time appointed and according to the act, 
Governor McDaniel issued an order cancelling 
the bonds and ordering the treasurer to deliver 
them to the read. 

AN INJUNCTION OBTAINED. 

The day the order was issued an injunction 
was obtained restraining the treasurer from 
making the delivery. The day set for hearing 
the case before Judge Fain was the same day 
on which the general assembly met for the fall 
session. When the case was called Judge 
Fain dismissed it because he said he had no 
jurisdiction in the matter. 

On the same day, however, Judge D. B. 
Harrall, of Webster county, introduced in the 
house a resolution requesting Colonel -Harde- 
man to hold the bonds until the legislature 
could take some action. The resolution was 
also in the nature of an instruction to the gov- 
ernor and to the attorney general directing 
them to inquire into the constitutionality of 
the act releasing the road from the payment 
of the bonds. 

HAD NO JURISDICTION. 

After due consideration, the governor and 
the attorney general decided that they. had no 
jurisdiction in the matter, and that the courts 
should settle the question. Their decision was 
made prior to the last meeting of the general 
assembly. As soon as it convened Colonel 
Louis Arnheim introduced a bill repealing the 
act of 1885. He died before the’bill came up, 
and when it did so it was lost. , 

Governor Gordon then took steps looking to 
the delivery of the bonds, and he issued the 
requisite order last Tuesday. The want of the 
names being certified was all that prevented 
their delivery, as Colonel Hardeman will be 
glad to resign their charge.
